ville sig ned an ag reement to pay the 
difference between the co st o f the 
sit and $5000,

ment, it seems, did no t specify the 
amo u nt, the idea being to pro rate 
the amo u nt amo ng all the sig ners.

trust’s sub ordinates in federal court 
here, the scales rooms of the W illiam s­ 
b urg piers of the H avem eyer’s and El­ 
der com pany were illustrated on large 
draw ings b rought b efore the jury, and 
the jury wras further asked to look at 
an im m ense model of the sugar scales 
used on those piers and to see ex actly I 
how’ the steel spring contrivance was 
operated. 
An ex pert on scales dem onstrated 
the w orkings of the device and was 
corrob orated b y a second ex pert. This 
followed the 
testim ony of R ichard 
P arr, now deputy surveyor, w’ho, as a 
special agent of the treasury, had in­ 
vestigated the conduct of the affairs 
of the sugar trust as they related to 
the custom house of this city. 
The 
greatest 
sensation cam e 
w’hen 
Mr. 
P arr said on the stand that Oliver Spit- 
zer, one of the defendants, had of­ 
fered him “his own price /’ m eaning 
P a rr’s or w hat P arr chcse to state as 
his price, -to clear out and report the 
scales “out of order,” Spitzer adding, 
according to P a rr’s testim ony, that all 
involved w ere ".Masons and shouldn’t 
go b ack on one another.” 
P arr testi­ 
fied that when Spitzer’s offer to him 
was rejected, it was repeated w ith the 
gratuitous inform ation tha t P arr was I 
a dam n fool if he did not aceep’ it. 
“W hen I was assigned to this work j 
on Nov. 11, 1907," said Fnrr, "I went 
to the H. 
E. pi* -v. with Special 
Agent Brezinski, who w as also assign­ 
ed to the work, and while 1 was stand­ 
ing on die stringpiece Spitzer came 
along and spoke to us. 
Brezinski and 
England, a sam pler, and I went to 
scale No. 1, w here one Japha was gov­ 
ernm ent w eigher and the defendant 
Kehoe was checker. 
I had drafts that 
had just b een w’eighed b rought b ack 
and weighed again. 
The second draft 
b rought hack weighed 1,012 pounds, 
w hereas on the first weighing it had 
b een reported a t 994 pounds. 
A fter 
the third draft 1 noticed a peculiar 
b ent-over attitud e of Kehoe. 
Kehoe 
colored and paled and seem ed nervous 
and I m ade him get up. 
I reached 
down the w’ooden stanchion 
of the 
scales and placed my hand where Ke- 
hoe’s had b een and felt a sub stance 
foreign to the m aterial of the stan ­ 
chion.
